Louisa, Ky., Sept SO. — Tho caKf' of 
the Commonwealth vs. Jack Biggs, 
charKed with conspiracy to hire an- 
other to do murder, probably will be 
given to the Jury today, following the 
completion of testimony for tho de- 
fense. 

The first witness called for the state 
was Charles Duvall, who entered the 
court room on crutches. He was se- 
verely Injured last week by a falling 
telephone pole. Duvall described in 
detail the ambuah and his trip to re- 
pair the telvhoae wire. Be la a line- 
man employed by the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

The Commonwealth called their wit- 
nesses who teetifled that Cam Biggs 
told them that Jack and Bob Biggs 
were worrying him wanting him to kill 
Duvall.' 

Jack Biggs, on the stand, made a 
blanket denial of all the tosMmoiiy 
given by D. Gladlana lliggs dented 
having talked with the m.ii; or having 
offered him money. 

Fifty thousand dollars was the price 
he was to receive for killing cfiarles 
Duvall, Dominique Giardiann, 27, Gary, 
Ind., claimed on the witness stand. 

He is the state's chief wUness In the 
trial of Jack Biggs, of Carter county, 
charged, together with bis brother and 
slater and nephew with conspiring to 
kill Charlea F. Duvall, ot Olive Hill. 

He told of tbe alleged conspiracy 
conceived in Oaor. Ind., and given 
birth in Cartar county June 2S, 1922, 
when he and aa liallaa companion 
tired aeverat shots at Duvall. 

Glardlana waa arrested near Gray- 
aon the momlac following the ahoot- 
Ing. He was eoaylcted of ambushing 
and aenteneed to eight years in tbe 
penitentiary. Hla companion escaped 
and has never been captured. 

Following his conviction Glardlana 
went before the Carter county grand 
Jury and trld the story whicli resulted 
In the indictment of the four Biggs. 
He was brought here from the state 
penitentiary at Krankfi.rt to testify In 
behalf of tlie commonwealth.

Mr. Thornton F. Davis, Brother of 
Kaeea Ceaaty Men, DM Wkea 

Struck By Auto— Driver ot 
Machine Is Unknunn. 

Mr. Thornton P. Davis, 87 years of 
age, waa struck by an automobile and 
killed almost instantly Friday after- 
noon on the streets of Manchester, 
Ohio. Mr. Davis was crossing the 
street in Manchester when the car, 
traveling at a rapid rate of speed 
tliiough tlie stieet.t. struck the aged 
man and passed over his body causing 
injuries from which he died within a 
very few minutes. 

Mr. Davis, besides being old and 
feeble, was almost blind and could not 
see the approach of the automobile 
which caused his fata'l injuries. Tbe 
car paased on after having atmck the 
aged man and the driver could not be 
learned neither was the number of the 
machine obtained, according to ln^ 
formation given relatives of the rictim 
here Saturday morning.

It was an ungracioud task the President was confronted with bv 
the passage of ll.c Bonv.. hill, but the condition of the country left 
hi nilittle choice. It is misleading to speak of the bonus as somothiug 
owed to the veterans of the world war, because the obligationa of the 
contract had been, or arc being, met. In the wider sense oi what the 
country owes to the men who aerved it in the war the debt can uevt 
be discharged. 

A country at war needs so many soldiers that it ia impossible to 
compensate them on the basis of civilian earnings. It can do little 
more than provide for their necessities in the service and subsequent- 
ly so far as their abiUty to earn their living is impaired. This is not 
discluuKiii? tl. > nation s debt to the soldiers, but it is as much of it 
as any counti v can discharge. 

Upon our entering the war the pay of soldiers was dotibled and 
a vast scheme of war risk insurance was established, involving some 
payment by the men, but a large part of the payment was by the 
counto'. This project was undertaken with the expectation that it 
would take the place of the pension system, which has been subject 
to a great deal of abuse since the civil war. But the President en- 
tertains no doubt, and we presume no one does, that as the 8ur\-ivors 
of the world war become old pensions will be voted to them, regard, 
less of the paj-meuts on account of war risk insurance. For many 
years after the civil war the men who fought in it were pensioned 
only for disabilities incurred in the service. Later this was extended 
to disabilities not incurred in service or during the period of enlist- 
ment, and finally Mr. Kooscvelt s dictum that old age is a disability 
was applied to all veterans over 65. 

The President notes that in the current fiscal year we are pa>-ing 
more than half a billion dollars on hospitalization and care of sick 
and wounded, on compensation and vocational training for the dis- 
abled, and for insurance. Next year these items will fall little short 
of a half a billion. Ahout 100,000 veterans are having vocational 
training; nearly 20.000 have completed this training, and many of 
these are earning more than tlw.y did before they entered the service. 
There has been paid to di-iablcd men and their dependent relatives 
$480,000,000, and 175,000 disables veterans are now receiving com. 
ponsation along with medical or hospital care where needed. Those 
wlio have received nothing arc the young, healthy men who came out 
of the war uninjured and who have hardly yet reached their max- 
imum earning capacity. 

Besides the loans made to our Allies and the considerable part 
of our war expenses defrayed from taxation, the country incurred a 
debt of 15 billions and it will take a long time to discharge this. We 
are still paying interest and pensions on account of the civil war. The 
country could not pay the bonus without levying additional taxation, 
and the business of the nation now is suffering from heavy taxes. 
Congress was indisposed to levy a sales tax, which seemed to the 
President the only way of meeting the charge. A bond issue of three 
billions or more would have had a very serious effect upon the bus- 
iness of the country. That the nation is no position to pay the bonus 
was admitted by the supporters of a bill which would have paid the 
greater part of the bonus in three-year notes, which the recipients 
would have discounted, hut at the expiration of the throe years the' 
country would have to levy a new tax to redeem the notes— an ar- 
rangement which was open to very serious objection. 

But the injured veterans have received substantial evidences of 
the country's gratitude beyond anythmg previous in this or any 
other countr>', and as all the survivors incur the further disability 
og olil age they will undoubtedly be pensioned, and the scale of pen- 
sions has been rising steadily for 50 years. The generous care of the 
disabled and the old is really about all the country can do.— Phila- 
delphia. Baoord. 

A PBIBIDINT or OOOBAOI ANO OOWXOTZOMI. 

In his action yesterday with regard to the bonus legislation Pres- 
ident Harding revealed himself to the American people as a man of 
courage and as a Chief Executive who puts sacred duty ahead of per- 
aonal, political consideration. 

In returning the bonus measure to Congress without his approval 
and in opposition to the tremendous pressure of his own party, Pres- 
ident Harding had consideration for the common sense of the situa- 
tion, with the Government staggering as it ia under its enormous 
bnrden of debt. 

The President's objections to tlie measure as set forth in his 
message arc so sound, and so clear, and so convincing that they will 
luiTe tiie indorsement of all thinking America. There is no escape 

lor the unbiased and unprejudiced mind from complete concurrence 
in the logic, the truth and the force of the President's unanswerable 
argument. 

For courage, for deep sense of duty, for splendid guardianship 
of the saered trust he assumed as Preddeot of the United States, 
tiiei e has been nothing l iner in any aot of any C%iet Exeentive sinca 
ilie founding of tiie Uoverument. 

AVhatever the cost to Mr. Harding's poUtieal future doesn't mat- 
ter, since it is a bigger thing and a better thing for t)ie President of 
the United States to be right, to be honest witli tlie job lie holds, to 
be honest with the people who gave him his great tmat than to be 
returned for a second term to that great trust. 

But the truth is that the man who dUregards selfish considera. 
tioiis for conscientious public scrviee strengtinns hinisill' uilli itiu 
peoj>le. It IN tlie coward who cringes to political clamor, not the 
strong man, and .Mr. Harding now standa out bafore the Ameriaan 
people, and the world, as a man who haH the strengtli and the force 
ol obaraoter to make good in a hupreini- tent lietwiiiii HuUishnesH and

In many of the KViyctio dPnionBlra- 
tlong, the resistant varieties not only 
made mere rapid Krowth tlian the 
common varieilc* but also were more 
uniform In each of tlie demonstra- 
tions, the resistant and common varie- 
ties were ^rown Bide by side on the 
same field and i;lven the same treat- 
ment 

In 20 out of tho 46 case«, plants 
from the resistant strains averaged 
from four to 12 tnchee taler than 
those from common varieties while 
the common varietr made tha fasten t 
growth In two cases, ner* was no 
noticeable difference In tho rate of 
growth In 14 ot the demonstrations. 
Plants from the reeimant varieties 
Mhowed mora unlformltr. than thoee 
from the common varieties la II of the 
iiemonstratlons while tbe varietr cooi- 
monly grown showed most unlformltr 
In two cases. Twentr-slz of the dem- 
onstrations failed to reveal any dif- 
ference In the unirormltr of the two 
typos. However, it was found that 
where no difference could be noted In 
il,i> ml.' of growth and uniformity of 
ilio iwo types that tho demonstrations 
were conducted on either now blue 
grass BO<l or ground that had been In 
grass, clover or timothy for several 
years. In each of these cases observa- 
tions Indicated that the soil was not 
infested with root rot. This finding 
was In line with tbe fact that root rot 
is most apt to be present in soils 
where tobacco has been grown for two 
or mora raare In snccoaaion.
